Panama ranks as one of 
little nations of the world in size 
(estimated population some 600,- 
00v and area only 33.667 square 
miles), but in importance it’s a 
mighty atom. For the giant canal 
linking the Pacific and Atlantic 
cuts through the heart of the re- 
public which stretches along the 
isthmus between North and South 
America, and while the 
owns the ten-mile-wide canal 
zone, it ig heavily dependent on 
the government of Panama for 
bases from which to protect the 
waterway. 

So it was a shock when 
Panama national assembly unani- 
mously refused fo ratify an al- 
ready signed agreement between 
Washington and Panama, renew- 
ing the leases on fourteen mili- 
tary bases.
